BDTLEAVETOOPEN 


Allies Caustic in Rejection 
of Recent Proposals 
by Germany. 


Paris, .Jan. I.—In reply to the prof- 
fer of Germany and her allies for a 
peace conference the entente allies, in 
a collective note, declare that they "re- 
fuse to consider a proposal which is 
empty and insincere." 
The note v.-.'vS 
handed to the American minister, Wil- 
liam Graves Sharp, late on Saturday 
by Prejiiier Briand and was made pub- 
lic simultaneously in London and Paris. 


The intente allied governments in- 
sist no peace is possible so long as 
they have not secure reparation for 
violated rights and libei-ties and the 
free existence of small states and have 
not brought about a settlement for the 
future security of the world. The note 
declares that the proposal of the cen- 
tral powers is not an offer of peace but 
a "war maneuver." 
It is declared to 
be founded on "calculated 
misinter- 
pretation of the character of the strug- 
gle in the past, the present and the fu- 
ture." 


The note does not specifically out- 
line the definite war aims of any of the 
entente governments except Belgium. 
Before the war, it is pointed out, Bel- 
gium asked for nothing but to live in 
harmony 
with 
her 
neighbors. 
As- 
sailed in spite of the treaties guarantee- 
ing her inviovability. Belgium, the note 
says, has taken up arms to defend her 
independence and neutrality violated 
by Germany. 


Belgium's aim, which is declared to 
be the only aim of her king and gov- 
ernment, 
is desci'ibed 
as 
"the 
re- 
establishment of peace 
and 
justice. 
But they only desire peace which would 
assure 
to 
their 
country 
legitimate 
reparation, guarantees and safeguards 
for the future." 


The note, which is the joint act of 
Belgium, France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Japan, 
Montenegro, 
Portugal, 
Ru- 
mania, Russia and Serbia, declares that 
the present strife was desired, pro- 
voked and declared by Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, and that Germany 
made no effort to bring about a pacific 
solution of the tx-ouble between Serbia 
and 
Austria-Hungary, as did 
Great 
Britain, France and Russia. 


A peace concluded upon the German 
idea -would be only to the advantage 
of the central powers, says the note, 
while disasters caused by the war de- 
mand penalties, reparation and guar- 
antees. 


The German overtures are described 
as a calculated attempt to influence the 
future course of the war and to end it 
by imposing a German 
peace. 
The 
overtures also are said to have the ef- 
fect of 
intimidating 
neutral 
public 
opinion as well as to stiffen opinion In 
the central powers, "worn out by eco- 
nomic pressure and crushed by the 
supreme effort which has been Im- 
posed upon their inhabitants." 


"Finally," it is asserted, "these over- 
tures attempt to justify in advance in 
the eyes of the world a new series of 
crimes—submarine warfare, deporta- 
tions, forced labor and forced enlist- 
ment of the inhabitants agahist their 
own countries and violation of neutral- 
ity." 
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Noted American Educator 
and Writer Expires at 
His Home. 


Summit, N. J., Jan. 1.—Dr. Hamil- 
ton Wright Mabie, aged 70, associate 
editor of The Outlook, died at his 
home here yesterday. 
He was born at 
Cold Springs, N. Y. He is survived by 
a widow and one daughter. 


Dr. Mabie was once characterized 
by Dr. Henry Van Dyke as "one of our 
most Influential American educators, 
working outside of the curriculum-" 


He was graduated from Williams 
college in 1867 
and 
from Columbia 
Law school in 1868, and for sevei-al 
years practiced law in this city. 
He 
became associated with The Outlook 
in 1879. 


Dr. Mabie, whose ancestors came to 
, this city 250 years ago, was the au- 
thor of several literary studies, but 
his most frequent contributions were 
to magazine and newspapers in the 
form of essays. 
Some of his best 
known works are: 


"Norse Stories, 
Retold from 
the 
Eddas," "Nature in New England," 
"Short Stories 
in 
Literature," "The 
Life 
of 
the 
Spirit," and "Life of 
Shakespeare." 


He had traveled extensively. 
Three 
years ago he was received by the em- 
peror of Japan at Tokio, while on a 
lecture tour of Japan. 


Dr. Mabie was president of the New 
Tork Kindergarten association, sec- 
retai-y of the American Institute of 
Arts and Letters, and a member of 
the Century association and other or- 
ganizations.

Department of Agriculture 
Doing Vast Work in 
This Line. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 1.—In the 
enforcement of the food and drug act 
during the last year. United States de- 
partment of agriculture officials an- 
alyzed 
29,833 samples of foods and 
drugs offered for interstate shipment 
and for import. 
A physical examina- 
tion was made of samples f r o m 76,468 
shipments offered for import. Of these 
foreign shipments, 6,353 were found 
to violate the law in some respects and 
were either excluded f r o m the coun- 
try or admitted only a f t e r the import- 
ers had relabeled them to comply m t h 
the law. 
Of the samples of domestic 
products analyzed 3,535, either because 
of the nature of the product or because 
the label on it did not tell the truth, 
were found to be in violation of the 
federal law. 
In 1,364 cases the de- 
partment recommended to the depart- , 
ment of justice that criminal prosecu- i 
tion be instituted against the manu- 
facturers or that the goods be seized. 
In m a n y cases where there was no 
evidence of intention to defraud, and 
where there was merely some easily 
remedied 
flaw 
in the wording of a 
label, the shippers, after being Avarn- 
ed in hearings, voluntarily took steps 
which made their products fully com- 
ply with the 
requirements. 
In all, 
there were held 8,715 such hearings, 
many of which resulted in the prose- 
cutions indicated and the 
gathering 
of evidence for a large number of ad- 
ditional cases, which will be foi-ward- 
ed to the department of justice. 


The bureau of chemistry, in its an- 
nual report, also calls attention to the i 
fact that through the system of serv- i 
ice 
and 
regulatory 
announcements j 
now in use, manufacturers are given | 
due notice 
of the requirements and 


thus are enabled voluntarily to make, 
their products conform to the law. In 
this way the government achieves its 
purpose, frequently without 
entering 
into needless and very expensive liti- 
gation. 


In the regulatory work, special em- 
phasis has been given to the control 
of drug products and foods liable to 
spoilage and 
pollution. 
These 
f r e - 
quently constitute a serious menace to 
health. 
The food inspectors have been 
instructed to be particularly 
watch- 
ful for interstate shipments of 
bad 
eggs, milk, oysters and spoiled canned 
goods, and false and fraudulently la- 
beled medicines and 
spurious, 
syn> 
thetic drugs.

practically every newspaper in. the 
state for it," is expressed in a state- 
ment given the Associated Press to- 
day by Senator Alva O. Reeser, of La- 
fayette, who represents Benton and 
Tlppecanoe counties 
in the 
upper 


house. 
Senator Reeser calls attention to 


the fallacy of the "age" argument 
against the state's basic law, ,by as- 
serting the United States' constitution 
has served effectively over a long 
period and England's Magna Charta 
has been on the books more than 700 
years. "People are just as apt to re- 
Susc to ratify a new constitution as 


they are to refuse to ratify an amend- 
ment. New York did that. The fndi- 
ana constitution has been amended 
five times and the people will amend It 
again on a question in which they are 
interested," added Senator Reesor. 


Senator Is unwilling that the state 


should be called upon to spend a mil- 
lion dollars for an experiment. 
He 


declares the old constitution was made 
at a period in which popular common 
sense prevailed and in which "popu- 
listic and fantastic ideas of govern- 
ment on one hand and on the other 
when corporate and aggregate wealth 
did not have so much power." 


Senator Reeser opposes any partial 


suffrage for women and concludes 
that "wo have too much legislation 
rather than too little." Ho considers 
women entitled to the full right of the 
ballot.

PEACE OFFER 
BM WAY OPEN 


Allies Caustic in Rejection 


of Recent Proposals 


by Germany. 


Paris. Jan. I.—in reply to the prof- 


fer of Germany and her allies for a 
peace conference the entente allies, in 
a collective note, declare that they "re- 
fuse to consider a proposal which is 
empty and insincere." The note \v;.s 
handed to the American-minister. Wil- 
liam Graves Sharp, late on Saturday 
by Premier Briand and was made pub- 
lic simultaneously in London and Paris. 


The Intents allied governments in- 


sist no peace is possible so long as 
they have not secure reparation for 
violated rights and liberties and the 
free existence of small states and have 
not bfought about a settlement for the 
future security of the world. The note 
declares that the proposal of the cen- 
tral powers is not an offer of peace but 
a "war maneuver." It is declared to 
be founded on "calculated misinter- 
pretation of the character of the strug- 
gle in the past, the present and the fu- 
ture." 


The note does not specifically out- 


line the definite war aims of any of the 
entente governments except Belgium. 
Before the war, it is pointed out, Bel- 
Klum asked for nothing but to live In 
harmony with her- neighbors. 
As- 


sailed in spite of the treatlesgruarantee- 
Ing her inviolability. Belgium, the note 
Says, has'taken up arms to defend her 
Independence and neutrality violated 
by Germany. 


Belgium's aim, which is declared to 


be the only aim of her king and gov- 
ernment, Is described as "the re- 
establishment of peace and justice. 
But they only desire peace which would 
assure to their country legitimate 
reparation, guarantees and safeguards 
for the future." 


The note, which Is the joint act of 


Belgium, France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Japan, Montenegro, Portugal, Ru 
mania; Russia and Serbia, declares that 
the present strife.was desired, pro- 
voked and declared by Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, mnd that Germany 
made no effort to'bring about a pacific 
solution of the trouble between Serbia 
•and Austria-Hungary, as. did Great 
Britain. France and Russia. 


A peace concluded upon the German 


idea would, be only to the advantage 


j of the central powers, says the note, 


while disasters caused by. the war de- 
mand penalties, reparation and guar- 
antees. 


The German overtures are described 


as a calculated attempt to influence the 
future course of the war and to end It 
by imposing a German peace. 
The 


overtures also are said to have the ef- 
fect of intimidating neutral public 
opinion as well as to stiffen opinion In 
the ~3".trat powers, "worn out by eco- 
nomic pressure and crushed .by the 
supreme effort which has been im- 
posed upon their inhabitants." 


"Finally," it is asserted, "these over- 


tures attempt to justify in advance in 
the eyes of the world a new series of 
crimes—submarine warfare, deporta- 
tions, forced labor and forced enlist- 
ment of the inhabitants against their 
own countries and violation of neutral- 
ity."

and Writer Expires at 


His Home.

Manchester Guardian Hopes 


Note to Wilson Will Be 


Different. 


London, Jan. 1.—The hope is ex- 


pressed by the Manchester Guardian 
that the forthcoming note of the en- 
tente allies to President Wilson will 
be written by a different hand and in 
a different spirit than the reply of the 
allies to Germany. 


"Several things must be remember- 


ed in extenuation of the poor quality 
and poorer express of the allies' reply 
to Germany," 
says the 
Guardian. 


"Obviously It Is not a good translation 
from 
the 
French. 
Moreover, the 


French original clearly is not the 
French of a. Frenchman. We should 
say It is a. French rendering of a Rus- 
sian original, passed without sensible 
modification in Paris and finally badly 
done into English1 in London. 


"Aside from these blemishes in sftb- 


stance the reply was very much what 
was expected and inevitable. We ven- 
ture to think nothing was added to Its 
course by the verbal embellishment 
with which it was enlarged and weak- 
ened. 
These emotional appeals con- 


tinue throughout the note until the 
postscript, which is strong:, clear, log- 
ical, convincing and obviously by a 
different hand dealing specially with 
Belgium. 


"Nevertheless we see no reason why, 


if Germany is willing publicly to state 


what she Is prepared to offer we should 
not follow with a statement of what 
we demand. 
The next exchange of 


views will be between the allies and 
President Wilson. This Is a different 
and in many respects a more critical 
matter. The reply of the central pow- 
ers was collective but we see no reason 
why the reply of the allies should be. 
At least, we hope it will be drafted in 
this country and addressed, as we alone 
know how, to the mind and heart of 
the people of the-Unlted States. If It is 
to avail in enlightening: American 
opinion and winning: American sym- 
pathy it must be conceived, in a differ- 
ent spirit and expressed in different 
terms than the document just* made 
public. The drafting should be by For- 
eign Secretary Balfour. 
There- is 


none better able than he to put for- 
ward our noble cause and purpose In 
worthy language."

Washington, D. C., Jan. 1.—In the 


enforcement of the food and drug act 
during the last year, United States de- 
partment of agriculture officials an- 
alyzed 29,833 samples of foods and 
drugs offered lor interstate shipment 
and for import. A physical examina- 
tion was made of samples from 76.468 
shipments offered for import. Of these 
foreign shipments, 6,353 were found 
to violate the law in some respects and 
were either excluded from the coun- 
try or admitted only after the import- 
ers had relabeled them to comply with 
the law. Of the samples of domestic 
products analyzed 3,535, either because 
of the nature of the product or because 
the label on it did not tell the truth, 
were found to be in violation of tho 
federal law. In 1,364 cases the de- 
partment recommended to the depart- 
ment of justice that criminal prosecu- 
tion be instituted against the manu- 
facturers or that the goods be seized.

The bureau of chemistry. In its an-

duo notice of the requirements and 


thus are enabled voluntarily to maki 
their products conform to the law. In 
this way the government achieves its 
purpose, frequently without entering 
into needless and very expensive liti- 
gation. 


In the regulatory work, special em- 


phasis has been given to the control 
of drug products and foods liable to 
spoilage and pollution. 
These fre- 


quently constitute a serious menace to 
health. The food inspectors have been 
instructed to be particularly watch- 
ful for Interstate shipments of bad 
eggs, milk, oysters and spoiled canned 
goods, and false and fraudulently la- 
beled medicines and spurious, syn- 
thetic drugs.

due notice of the requirements and 


thus are enabled voluntarily to maki 
their products conform to the law. In 
this way the government achieves its 
purpose, frequently without entering 
into needless and very expensive liti- 
gation. 


In the regulatory work, special em- 


phasis has been given to the control 
of drug products and foods liable to 
spoilage and pollution. 
These fre- 


quently constitute a serious menace to 
health. The food inspectors have been 
instructed to be particularly watch- 
ful for interstate shipments of bad 
eggs, milk, oysters and spoiled canned 
goods, and false and fraudulently la- 
beled medicines and spurious, syn- 
thetic drugs.
